Scarcely a week passes in which we do not read of Wig 
made by Protestants to educational! and religious 
One of the reasons for their greater interest 
fm such matters is that their attention ts drawn forcibly to 
these institutions in some way. Usually men of wealth are 
made teachers of Sunday Schools, or they are placed on the 
directorate of several religious institutions. By this contact 
become interested in the works conducted by the insti- 
tutions and when they make their last wil] and testament 
they think of them. 
There is not only no excuse for a man of wealth to leave 


History points to very 
few great men who started out in life with considerable 
money. Contemporary experience proves that unless a son 
is trained for some line of tusiness by his father he usually 
does not use to his own advantage or to that of his family or 
to that of society the millions or hundreds of thousands of 
money received in cash or bonds. Wealthy parents usually 
spoil the children by spending too much money on them, or 
by giving them too much money to spend in their own way. 
Hence, they never learn to know the value of money and 
usually become very extravagant when they inherit a for- 
tune. Social life and not business has gotten a better hold 
on them. 

Every person who has even a moderate fortune should 
make a will now and should give something to the God to 
whom he owes all he has. God is represented in the poor, 
in the orphan, in the parish church, in the diocesan institu- 
tions, in colleges, seminaries, universities, in the Societies 
which train or support missionaries, etc. The man about.to 
make his will may not know the relative worthiness of some 
of these causes, but there are those who do. 

We have often wondered why Catholic men of means 
do not take an interest in some religious work during their 
lifetime, and assist it, even if only by a modest contribution, 
year after year. They would thus be saved inheritance tax, 
would receive credit on their income tax, and would have the 
satisfaction of observing the fruits of their charity as well 
as merit more in eternity for the giving when they could 
still retain. 

For instance, in every diocese there must be built sev- 
eral churches and schools by small congregations. If ten 
men in any one diocese would contribute $100 each, say, to 
ten such churches, it would mean that each would be 
assisted to the extent of $1,000. Again, some poor boy who 
would like to become a priest could be made happy if a man 
of means sent him to college; an orphan might be adopted 
by an individual paying for his keep af the institution. 

The parish church, to which every individual owes so 
much, should be the object of every parishioner’s interest 
and should be remembered in the will if only for a small 
amount. 

It is a shame that Protestants are more thoughtful of 
their religious works and institutions than Catholics are 
when they make their wills, but such is the case. It is due, 
as we have already said, to a cultivation of interest in these 
things by the spiritual advisers of wealthy Protestant men 
and women.
